and graduated from the Missouri Military Academy in 1998; he

received his Bachelor of Science degree in geological

engineering from the University of Missouri at Rolla in 2002;

while at college, he served as a gold bar recruiter at the

university's Stonehenge Battalion; and

WHEREAS, Captain Joshua Steele entered the U.S. Army in

December 2002, where he was assigned to the Army's 1st Brigade,

1st Infantry Division (Transition Team) at Fort Riley, Kansas;

he was awarded a medal for attaining the highest academic

average and scoring 270 or above on the Army Physical Fitness

Test; he was serving his second tour of duty in the Middle East

region at the time of his death; and

WHEREAS, Captain Joshua Steele will be remembered by all
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who knew him as a very conscientious son and as a caring friend

to everyone around him; therefore, be it
